Regarding possible TSMC meeting in Taiwan during Congressman Owens visit, we would very much like i to make that 
happen for the Congressman. TSMC is vitally invested - both financially and professionally -- in the SEMATECH advanced 
microchip research taking place at SUNY Albany's Nanotech Center. 

TSMC officials have visited the Mohawk Valley EDGE Marcy site being developed by EDGE for a computer chip fabrication 
plant and EDGE officials traveled to Taiwan earlier this year to make the case for the Marcy site. Governor Cuomo 
recently weighed in with a letter to President Obama asking the Administration to expedite federal decision-making 
affecting the site. 

Bottom line is that the Marcy site is being made shovel ready for a chip fab plant, and is recognized by site selectors for 
such plants as one of the best in the US due to its location near reliable power and water resources, as well as its 
proximity to high tech engineering colleges.
